means for the protection of our preachers or lecturers and 
mediums as msy be considered necessary to their welfare. 

To this end every Soiritualist, lecturer, medium, and so- 
ciety should feel under obligations to make this great effort a 
Success and see that their society participates in its delibera- 
tions and decisions.
